Jacksonville Fia., May 6.—The hun- 


ger of 10,000 homeless people was sat- 
isfied upon the arrival of relief trains 
and boats bringing provisions from 
nelghborisg tofrns. 
A commissary 


was established in the center of the 
city, and thousands were fed during 
the day. The relief fund is growing 
hourly, and every inai! brings oilers of 
assistance. An order was promulgat- 
ed under martial law requiring all 
merchants whose stores were spared 
by the conflagration to open their 
doors and sell to all who asked. 


It is estimated that 3.000 persons 


have left the city, and every outgoing 
train is crowded with refugees. Five 
carloads of tents were received, the 
property of the state, which are to be 
used by the homeless temporarily. An- 
other shipment of tents is expected 
from the government. The total prop- 
erty loss is estimated at $11,000,000. 
Rumors of loss o£ life are on every 
hand, and the river has been closely 
watched. Many persons have con- 
firmed the report of loss of life at the 
Market street wharf. Numerous ad- 
vertisements appeared in the local pa- 
pers asking for aid in searching for 
persons who are missing. 


Appeal For Aid. 


New York, May 6.—The •Jackson- 


ville sraprgetcy eominittep of the Her 
chants' association of this city organ- 
ised to send relief Jacksonville, Fla. 
received the following telegram from 
the governor of Florida: "Food sup- 
plies needed as temporary relief. One 
hundred and thirty-six blocks, cover- 
ing the best residence and business 
portion of the city, burned; about 10, 
000 people homeless and thousands 
destitute.

The truth 
Is, as a moment's reflection will show, 
that the figure Is ridiculously low, says 
the Ne«f York Journal, I'lie British 
have ajrtalnly not killed 10,000 Boers.

5,000. "If it has cost them-57^,000,000 
to kill 10.000 Boers, that is $75,000 per 
Boor; if on!y 5,000 have been disposed 
of, tiie butcher's bill amounts to $150.- 
000 apXcee.
